speeches to as many different audiences 
in the evening, being driven quickly 
from one hall to another. His second 
appearance was on the stage of the Au- 
ditorium, where he- faced an audience 
of equal size and the second speech was 
like tho first, brief bat stirring. 


Outside the Erie Opera House thou- 


sands more had waited for a glimpse of 
the candidate, and inside were assem- 
bled the delegates to the meeting of 
Democratic societies. The doors were 
closed upon hundreds. The entrance of 
the presidential candidate on the arm 
of ex-Congressman Joseph C. Sibley in- 
spired a wild scene of enthusiasm, ilrs. 
Bryan's appearance in a box with Mrs. 
Sibley produced more enthusiasm. 


The special train on which Mr. 


Bryan proceeded from Buffalo to Erie 
was in charge of the, committee of five 
Erie Democrats. Speeches were also 
made at Dunkirk and Westiield, N. Y. 
Hon. Joseph Sibley, who caiue near be- 
ing Mr. Bryan's running mate, joined 
the candidate at Dunkirk. A crowd 
estimated at 20,000 people heard him at 
Koch ester.

B. Gordon, United States senator from 
Georgia, was seen just before his de- 
parture for Saratoga, where he is to 
lecture before the summer schools. 


General Gordon said that he must de- 


cline to be interviewed on politics or on 
the financial issuo just now before the 
people, that he was practically out of 
politics and would absolutely retire 
from political life at the end of his 
present term.

"While I hope for a good many years 
yet of active work, it is absolutely nec- 
essary for me to giro more thought and 
time to my personal affairs than I have 
been able to do for the last 25 or 80 
years."

I trust that 
I have doru1 some service to the country 
by such efforts in the past, and propose 
to continue in that line to the end".

a ^Formidable 
Southern Coast of Cuba, 


Aug. 27.—According 


to two cablegrams received in this city 
the steamer Laurada which sailed from 
this port, for Cuba ou Aug. C, lauded 
one of the most formidable filibustering 
expeditions yet shinned to Cuba, and 
then lauded at Port Antonio, Jamaica. 


Tho first news of the arrival of the 


Laurada was a cablegram received from 
Port Antonio by Captain John D. Part, 
announcing the arrival of the steamer 
at that port and also the bursting of 
three boiler tubes. 


Later a cipher dispatch was received 


by tho leader of the Cuban junta in this 
city stating that the Laurada had land- 
ed her immense cargo on the southern 
coast of Cuba, in Santa Clara province. 
The cipher also told that the Cubans 
aboard the steamship had lauded with 
the cargo. 
The cargo of the filibustering craft 


consisted of f'3.000 pounds of dynamite 
in 6-inch sticks; tl field guns, four can-
